He knocked out 11 in a row, won 
a couple of decisions, then flattened 
five more, won 10 more decisions be- j 
fore 
he started 
to hit the top- j 
notchcrs early in 1928. 
Tufly Griffiths, with a great repu- I 
tation, came into Madison Square j 
Garden from Chicago and Braddock 
knocked him out in two rounds, first i 
of the many short-end victories he j 
turned in before climaxing his ca- I 
reer with victory over Heavyweight 
Champion Max Baer in the Garden 
bowl on Long Island 
Broke Latro’s Jaw 
He broke Pete Latzo’s jaw in four 
places. He knocked out Jim m y S la t­ 
tery. once a great light heavyweight, 
in nine rounds. But along in 1928 
and 1929 he lost decisions to Joe 
Sekyra. Leo Lomski. Maxie Rosen - 
bloom and Loughran, when the 175- 
pound crown was at stake. 
Then the crash of 1929 swept away 
the modest fortune he had piled up. 
He had to start all over again. He i 
was showing signs of the rough, j 
slugging 
warfare 
he 
had 
been j 
through. 
The slump started then, 
and never lightened much until for- j 
tune provided the amazing series of | 
happy coincidences that gave him a 
chance 
to 
win 
the 
heavyweight j 
crown. 
So bad was Jim m y’s right hand 
that he fought only five times in 
1930, losing to Leo Lomski, Billy 
Jones and Babe Hunt. He had been 
beaten 22 times when he faced Baer 
in the bowl. He hit less than .500 
In 1931 and 1932. 
He deliberately broke his hand on 
Paul Swiderski’s head so that doc­ 
tors could reset it without an oper­ 
ation. He fought Hans Birkie with 
two broken ribs and Germany Heller 
with a broken collar bone. He was 
getting licked so regularly that the 
experts shook their heads. 
“All Washed Up” 
“Nice, game guy,’ they said, “but 
he’s washed up." 
It was worse in 1933, and the pres­ 
sure was deep on the Braddock 
home, now tenanted by his wife, 
Mae Fox Braddock, whom he m ar­ 
ried in 1930. By 1934. there were 
three youngsters to add to the load: 
Jay, now four; Howard, three, and 
Rose Marie, three. 
Jim m y went back to the docks as 
a stevedore, but there was only a 
day’s work now and then. He was 
on relief for 13 months, getting $24 
a month. He had no time to train, 
but to save carfare he walked three 
miles from the apartm ent in Wood- 
cliff to the Jersey docks each day. 
He lived on hash, mostly, but he 
was outdoors, rebuilding his strength 
and muscles for fights he never ex­ 
pected to get. He was about as far 
down as a fellow can be. and still 
kept trying, when along came the 
turning point.

Cornell Nosed Out

In Poughkeepsie Race 


Golden Hears From West (’oast Take Split Second 
Triumph In Four-Mile Row Over Cornell; 
Weather Conditions Nasty

PO UGHKEEPSIE. N Y , June 19 Over the roistering Hudson today 
there came a calm, the let-down after as fierce a rowing duel as the 
river ever has seen 
California’s split second triumph over Cornell in 
the four-mile varsity climax of the 
37th 
intercollegiate Poughkeepsie 
regatta 
The scant crowd that braved driving rains and chilling northeast 
winds was well dried out, bu. still tingled from neither the cold nor the 
wet 
It shivered again it will shiver many another time In memory of 
those two great eights, battling down the river on the breast of a rolling 
tide, hammering across the finish line in the purple murk of the eve­ 
ning so d iv e that only the officials far out in the river after many 
minutes of debate, were able to give them their places. 
As great as was the victory tor California's Golden Bears, climaxing 
the in s a 11-western sweep in the history of th*1 regatta. Just so heavy 
was the disappointment and chagrin of the burly boys from far above 
Cavuga's waters. 
While California, mighty machine stroked by young Gene Berken- 
kamp. had been the pro-race favorite, riding a steadily mounting tradi­ 
tion of conquering oarsm anship that goes back through victory in the 
last two Olympic games. Cornell was something of an underdog. 
There was nothing in the two 
preliminary 
races, held under fair 
water condition but m weather so nasty that It robbed nil the usual color 
from a crowd of scarcely 20,000. to Indicate that the east had any chance 
to stop the western invasion that gets stronger and stronger each year. 


The huskies ot W ashington, for 
the second successive year, made a 
show 
of the five crew freshman 
field 
walloping 
California 
bv 
a 
length and a half, with Navy thiid 
by another length. They distanced 
Columbia and Syracuse, fourth and 
fifth, 
respectively, 
winning 
in 
10 
minutes 29 seconds. 
It was even more pronounced In 
the four crow Junior varsity dash 
through three miles, where the same 
Washington crew that won as fresh­ 
men in 1934 trounced Navy by three 
lengths, with Cornell and Syracuse 
in that order several more lengths 
behind. 
The 
huskies' 
time 
was 
14 58 4-5. 
Itivct Condition Good 
The river was as flat as a lake, 
the tide flowing strong downstream, 
the hate of a stormy twilight thick 
as a fog. when the battered east 
mustered the last of its force* in 
the bend of the krum elbow for the 
torturing haul past the Roosevelt 
home a t Hyde Park, under the rail­ 
road bridge at the three-mile mark, 
to th*' finish across from town. 
For three mile* it was anybody’s 
contest, with Syracuse battling with 
California and the groat W ashing­ 
ton eight. Cornell always was close. 
Navy wasn't to be shaken off. 
Only the light, swift sprint crew 
of Pennsylvania, and the smooth 
but punchless eight of Columbia 
failed to threaten. 
The final burst to the finish lin- 
was as breathless a thing as the 
river ever has seen 
From the shore, far up on a hill 
In a Jin«' with the finish, it looked 
as if the big red »hell from Ithaca 
had made It by 
perh aps half a 
length 
It looked as if the Cornell 
sin'll had nipped California by a 
little less than 
the 
margin 
that 
separated Washington in third place 
and Navy in fourth. 
'I lie crowd on the shore thought 
so, howling In glee. 
The Cornell 
crew slapped each other on the 
back*. 


But the crowd on the observation 
train thought California won, and 
the Judges came out of a huddle to 
announce their derision 
Once more 
California was lord of the river with 
Cornell officially second by part of a 
boat deck length, three-flfths of a 
second.
